The Board of Commissioners meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m..

  1)   MINUTES:  Approval of the minutes of the Board of Commissioners
meeting held on Tuesday, September 7, 2004. 

MOTION: Workman moved and Hudkins seconded approval of the minutes of the
Board of Commissioners meeting dated September 7, 2004.  Schorr,
Hudkins, Workman, Heier and Stevens voted aye.  Motion carried.

  2) PUBLIC COMMENT:

There was no public comment and the meeting proceeded as planned.

  3) CLAIMS:  Approval of all claims processed through Tuesday, September
14, 2004.

MOTION: Schorr moved and Hudkins seconded approval of all claims processed
through September 14, 2004.  Heier, Workman, Hudkins, Schorr and
Stevens voted aye.  Motion carried.
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  4) PUBLIC HEARINGS:

A. Comprehensive Plan Amendment 04020, requested by the Director of
Planning on behalf of the Nebraska Department of Roads, to amend
the Mobility and Transportation element of the 2025
Lincoln/Lancaster County Comprehensive Plan, to upgrade U.S.
Highway 77/West Bypass from an expressway to freeway status
beginning at the planned South Beltway interchange just south of
Saltillo Road and ending at Interstate 80.  (See New Business Item 5A
for correlating resolution.)

The Chair opened the public hearing and asked if anyone wished to testify.

The Clerk administered the oath to Syed Ataullah, State of Nebraska, Department
of Roads.

Ataullah gave a brief history of the Highway 77 corridor and also submitted his
comments in writing (Exhibit 1).  Also submitted into the record was a site
map/fact sheet regarding Comprehensive Plan Amendment 04020 (Exhibit 2).  

The Clerk administered the oath to Bob Grundman, President of the Star City
Optimist Youth Foundation.

Grundman appeared in opposition to the closing of Old Cheney Road at U.S.
Highway 77.  He stated the Foundation feels that the closure of Old Cheney at
Highway 77 will hinder access to the complex and that the State should provide
alternatives other than closing streets.  Submitted into the record were his written
comments (Exhibit 3).  

The Clerk administered the oath to Don Thomas, County Engineer.

In response to a question asked by Workman, Thomas stated he felt the paving of
South Folsom Street from Old Cheney Road to West Denton Road was inevitable
and reminded the Board that the project was a ways off.  

The Clerk administered to oath to Roger Figard, City Engineer.

In response to a question asked by Heier regarding why a decision needs to be
made at the present time, Figard stated part of the City’s and County’s
responsibility with the Metropolitan Planning Organization is to look 20 years out.  

Hudkins asked what provisions have been made to accommodate semi-trucks in
relation to the grain trade coming in to Lincoln if 14th Street and Old Cheney Road
is changed to a four-way stop.
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  4) PUBLIC HEARINGS CONTINUED:

Figard stated it was designed in a way that large trucks can make the turning
movement relatively easy.  He added that they will be unaccustomed to it,
however, over time they will adjust and it will work well. 

Hudkins stated he would like to look at alternatives to the closure of Old Cheney. 
He also urged the Board to leave the hearing open to allow further testimony.

The Clerk administered the oath to Eldon Poppe, Road and Bridge Design Engineer
with the State of Nebraska, Department of Roads.

Stevens asked under what conditions the State would build an overpass on
Highway 77 to go over Old Cheney Road.  

Poppe responded that at the present time the State was not prepared to pay for
an overpass under any conditions.  The study did not show that it would be
warranted.

Stevens asked under what scenario would Pioneers Boulevard be a grade
separation and not an interchange.

Poppe stated that at the present time their study shows that an interchange is
warranted there and the Department is willing to fund the interchange.  

Schorr suggested that the Comprehensive Plan Amendment be placed on pending
with a request to the Planning Department to change language to indicate that the
County Board is willing to accept the language of support for changing U.S.
Highway 77 to freeway status and to not allow at grade interchanges at Pioneers
Boulevard and Old Cheney Road.  

Workman indicated that the proposal was out of order because the public hearing
is open.  

The Chair asked if anyone else wished to testify.

No one appeared.

MOTION: Heier moved and Hudkins seconded to recess the public hearing.

FRIENDLY AMENDMENT: Hudkins offered that the hearing be held open until
Tuesday, December 7, 2004 at 1:30 p.m..  
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  4) PUBLIC HEARING CONTINUED:

The maker of the motion accepted the friendly amendment.

By direction of the Chair Resolution 04-0113 in the matter of Comprehensive Plan
Amendment 04020, requested by the Director of Planning, on behalf of the State
of Nebraska, Department of Roads, to upgrade U.S. Highway 77/West Bypass from
an expressway to freeway status, as provided in Exhibit “A” was placed on
pending.

B. An application for a Special Designated License from the Wine
Merchants, Inc. to provide liquor beverage service for a wedding
reception on Friday, October 1, 2004 from 5 p.m. to 1 a.m. at Country
Pines located at 6305 West Adams Street.

The agreement is for the operation and computation
of records for four gaging stations, which are Salt Creek at Roca,
Little Salt Creek near Lincoln, Stevens Creek near Lincoln and Rock
Creek near Ceresco.  The County will pay $9,145 for the service.  Term
of the agreement is October 1, 2004 to September 30, 2005.  (C-04-
0436)

H. An interlocal agreement between the City of Lincoln, Lancaster
County and the Village of Malcolm for sales outlet locations for the
Lincoln/Lancaster County keno lottery within Malcolm.  The
agreement is for a period of five years, effective upon execution.  The
proceeds will be distributed in the following manner: (1) Six percent
of the gross keno proceeds to Malcolm; (2) Two percent of the gross
proceeds to pay the state lottery tax; (3) One percent of the gross
proceeds to Lincoln for administration costs; (4) 30 percent of the
remaining proceeds to Lancaster County; and (5) 70 percent of the
remaining proceeds to Lincoln.  (C-04-0442)

John Hewitt, Big Red Keno, was present to answer questions.

Stevens inquired about the definition of gross proceeds.

Hewitt stated he could not answer the question.

MOTION: Heier moved approval of an interlocal agreement between the City of
Lincoln, Lancaster County and the Village of Malcolm for sales outlet
locations for the Lincoln/Lancaster County keno lottery within Malcolm.
